Sen. John Glenn (D-Ohio), poten- 
tially a key figure in the Senate de- 
bate on the new strategic krms limita- 
tion treaty (SALT), said yesterday 
that if he had to vote tomorrow,. “I’m 
afraid I coold not accept it [the treaty] 

without some qualifications.” 

* Glenn said the Carter administra- 
tion is “dangerously overestimating” 
current U.S. ability to monitor Soviet 
1 compliance with the SALT pact. A,, 
He suggested that the treaty should 
be delayed until new intelligence sys- 
tems are in place that can guarantee 
sufficient monitoring capability. 1 
“Where I part company with the ad- 
ministration,” Glenn said, “is in its 
willingness to -sign- the [SALT] treaty 
now, even before we know, for sure 
how. well these prospective [monitor- 
ing] systems are going to work v. 

Glenn- made these remarks to the 
American Defense Preparedness Asso- 
ciation in a speech that took'ftim fur- 
ther away than ever from. the /Carter 
administration on SALT II.' ' ! l , 
l The former astronaut and moderate

Glenn has long said that the verifi- 
ability of the treaty , was crucial for* 
him. Since the loss of American listen-" 
ing posts in Iran that used to eaves-- 
drop on Soviet missile tests, Glenn 
has expressed increasing skepticism 
that the new -agreement can be moni- 
tored. " ' “ - ' '' 

! ■ Discussing ■ the Iranian listening 
posts yesterday, Glenn noted that 
"Secretary [of Defense Harold] Brown 
. has said it will- take about a year to 
replace these '[Essential elements of

“ But, Glenn added, “We are gam- 
bling that plans still jpn the drawing

Glenn was, referring to administra- 
tion plans to use U2 aircraft equipped 
’’with. ahterinas‘’ i and other eavesdrop- 
ping devices to fly over Turkish' air- 
space td ‘mohitor Soviet rocket tests 
from the Soviet Union’s Central Asian 
test base. This is the central element 


irr the administration’3 plans for com- 
pensating for the Iranian bases. 

Glenn noted that "difficult political 
^arrangements” would have to 'be 
.' worked out to put this plan into ef- 
fect, a reference to the need for Turk- , 
’ish' permission to use that nation's 
airspace. The ' Turkish government 
said thi3 week ..that it would grant- 
such permission provided the Soviet 
Union did not object, a potentially se- 
rious qualification.
